FOLK pox

On May 1. 1966, Richard 
Farina was killed in a motor- 
cycle accident in California. He 
was repertedly returning to 
Carmell from an autographing 
party celebrating the publish- 
ing of his new book, “Been 
Down So Long It Looks Like 
Up To Me” by Random House 
N. Y. As well as being an. ac- 
complished writer, Richard was 
among the most popular singer 
-songwriters in the Folk field. 


Richard Farina was born of 
Irish-Cuban parenitage at sea. 
As a young man he was in- 
volved in the Irish Republican 
Army's movement to liberate 
some of the northern countries 
then under English rule. At age 
16 he was arrested and at 18 
deported from Ireland for his 
activities. When he came to this 
country he attenided Cornell U- 
niversity, but was dismissed for 
participations in demonstra- 
tions. 


While Dick was in Paris he 
met Mimi Baez, a dance stu- 
dent and sister to Joan Baez. 
They were married in 1963, 
first under the Napoleonic 
Code and then again in Califor- 
inia. This was his second mar- 
riage. 


Needless to say, a man who 
has led such a life has much 
material, just through his ex- 
periences, from which to write. 


He and Mimi have performed 
all over the East and West 
coasts. He is an accomplished 
dulcimer player and writer of 
songs, and Mimi plays guitar 
and autoharp, although she has 
kept up her dancing. 


The death of four Sunday 
School children was the inspir- 
ation for his first song, ‘‘Birm- 
ingham Sunday’ (1964). 
Since then he has written in- 
numerabie songs in many of 
the prisms of the idiom. 


Richard and Mimi have two 
albums on the Vanguard label, 
and he is one of the featured 
performers on the Singer-Song- 
writer Preject produced by E- 
lectra. “‘For A Grey Day”’, his 


iof the ten best folk records of Be 


the year by Robert Shelton in 
the New York Times, Nov. 28, 
1965,” and rightfully so. The 
second album, “Reflections In 
A Crystal Wind’, was some- 
what of a disappointment com- 
pared to the first, but still a 
good album. 


As you know on the backs of 
album covers ‘there are notes 
sometimes written by the per- 
formers. Here are excerpts from 
some of the writings by Rich- 
ard. 


“.. Time, tide and the ac- 
cident of what the statisticians 
cal] birth have conspired to 
provide us with a tradition 
barely ours and hardly its own. 
Music, if it has a mind to, can 
sing about things like that, and 
maybe set one or two of them 
straight, yes? 


“What we'd like to do is 
thank Jean Harlow for her gen- 
eral attitude, .... The Irish Re- 
publican Army for the Clancy 
Brothers, ....Tom Wolfe for 
his tangerine-flaked cucumbers 
or what ever the hell they are, 
...Ursula Andress for coming 
on so strong, ....James Bond 
for putting off Miss Money- 
penny, ....Joan Baez for her atf- 
fectionate goats, ....The Roil- 
ing Stones for making it any- 
way, ....and Lawrence of Pol- 
and for riding across the des- 
sert On a pig. 


Another kind of debt is owed 
to Robert Welsh for his Junior 
Mints, ....Robert MacNamara 
for playing Everybody’s High 
School Principal, .... McGeorge 
Bundy for never quite seeming 
to notice, ...and Lyndon B. 
Johnson for being just home- 
folks enough to show us all his 
operation.” 


This man was a true artist 
and a wonderful performer. 
and made tremenidous contrib- 
utions to the field of folk mu- 
sic. Listen to the subtlety, 
emotionalism. and frankness of 
his songs and writings for he

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During this semester the 
Electrons Club went on two 
field trips. One trip was made 
by the Senior members to the 
General Radio plant in West 
Concord, Mass. The other trip 
was made by the entire Club to 
the Yankee Atomic plant in 
Rowe, Mass. Here an individu- 
al receives a preview of the fu- 
ture supply of power which 
will thrust man into the end- 
less unknown world of science. 

The Yankee Atomic Electric 
Company was founded in 1954 
by, ten investor-owned electric 
utilities to investigate the plen- 
tiful source of electric power 
produced with the help of the 
energy of the atom. 

In the spring of 1958 ground 
was broken at Rowe, Mass. and 
on November 10, 1960, Yan- 
kee became the first full-sized, 
privately financed atomic pow- 
er plant to generate electrically 
in New England. Originally 
licensed as a 136,000 kilowatt 
plant, Yankee, through its 
original fuel core and two sub- 
sequent refuelings, has increased 
its rating to 185,000 kilowatts. 
In three and one-half years of 
operation, Yankee Atomic E- 
lectric has produced close te 
three and one-half billion kilo- 
watts of nuclear-generated elec- 


tricity. 
The main difference between 
Yankee and a _ conventional 


steam electric plant is in the 
method of producing steam to 
operate the turbine-generator. 
At Yankee, the nuclear reactor, 
similar to the units powering 
the atomic submarines, replaces 
the conventional coal or oil 
fired boiler. The plant is divid- 
ed into two general sections: 
the area enclosing the standard 
turbine-generator and control 
room for the entire plant; and 
the 125 foot steel sphere that 
contains a _ reinforced cocrete 
structure which encloses the re- 
actor and devices needed for its 
control. In the future, atomic 
power will control and run 
every aspect of man’s power 
needs.
